On the route of the voyage from 


Joppa to Alexandria off tho coast of 
Africa in the Bay of Abookir; in its 
•waters a battle was fought, and on a 
ship that took part in the engagement 
a boy stood on the burning deck 
whence all but him had fled. The 
Pharaohs and Ptolemies have their 
monuments of stone but to brave lit- 
tle Cassabianca has been lifted a shaft 
in verse that will survive all me- 
morials of stone. 
It has been m> 


good fortune to see Trafalgar where 
Nelson fell; to see Waterloo whero 
Napoleon lost; and that fair land 
where Gordon was sacrificed; and at 
each of these historic places to feel a 
thrill 
of 
admiration 
for 
these 


three of the world's greatest men. 
But Nelson, and Napoleon, and Gor- 
don are stars that have arisen on the 
horizon of maturity's sober years and 
their courage and their careers did 
not evoke the enthusiasm of senti- 
ment that Abookir did when I looked 
out upon its quiet surface and re- 
flected that there the hero of the 
school house rostrum 
enacted his 


matchless feat of obedience. 
All 


honor to the boy who stood on the 
burning deck; he will never die as 
long as McGuffey's reader lives in 
memory or on second-hand book 
jstore shelves. 


It was in the harbor of Alexandria 


that we caught our first glimpse of 
the land of perpetual sun and gather- 
ed our first impressions of its sym- 
posium of wonders. There is a halo 
of charm that hangs about Egypt 
that does not attach to any other 
country in the world, something mys- 
tical and mysterious. 
A bridge is 


there, a vague connection of mum- 
mies and letters, the longest that 
archaeology has ever built, spanning 
the chasm of sixty centuries, and over 
it the millions of today pass and 
look into the faces—the same faces— 
of the kings who ruled in the nebu- 
lous beginnings of time. 
The very 


misty 
summer 
sheen 
that 
en- 


shrouds 
this 
ancient 
port 
seems 


like a gossamer veil down-dropping 
from the realm of fable and fancy 
jand from its folds we look for the 
surprises we know are to follow. 
These hundreds of steamers, this for- 
est of rigging and ma'sts, are all mod- 
ern—it is the hand of the industrial 
Anglo-Saxon turning up the clock of 
•"time—the iconoclasm 
of eminent 


domain in the graveyard of history. 
It looks mighty good, too, this evi- 
dence of commercial thrift, on the 
heels of superstition and indolence 
such as we have seen in Palestine, 
Turkey, and Spain. 


We could not stay over in Alex- 


andria because of two or three epi- 
demics of disease that prevailed there 
and so we had to be content with a 
cursory glance at its splendid modern 
buildings, 
its 
Pompey's 
pillar—a 


shaft that stands undisturbed by van- 
dalism where it has stood for 2,000 
years—and a distant view of the site 
of the great light-house that was one 
of the seven wonders of the world 
wonderful 
then 
but 
insignificant 


now—had it survived to pit its 
height and its beacon against the 
electricity of the present. 
A grea 


city is Alexandria, of half a million 
people and a wonderful commerce 
It is the door to the treasured stores 
of the Nile's wealth. 
Twenty mil- 


lion pounds of Egyptian cotton, the 
finest quality of that staple in the 
world, are marketed there every year 
and every pound brings a price dou 
ble. or thrice that of American pro 
duction. 


This city was once the center o: 


the world's learning and when its 
library of 400,000 priceless books 
the literature of Egypt, and Greece 
and Rome, of Persia and Arabia, and 
-all the best of all the countries, was 
destroyed by fire in the time of tin 
Caesars, the world sustained a los 
that has scarcely been equaled b; 
any disaster in history. Here Chris 
tianity established headquarters in 
the waning days of Rome and spreae 
the new religion with astonishin 
rapidity over northern Africa. Here 
too, are extensive catacombs, a laby 
rinth of tombs underground, wher 
the Christians buried their dead in 
imitation of their custom at Rome 
But the plague was there when w 
•were and for fear we would have t 
be laid in some crypt in a catacom 
or in a lonely grave in Africa's sands 
as happened near here to John How 
ard Payne, far from home, swee 
home, we boarded a train at th 
wharves and hastily rushed towar 
the great palpitating heart of Egyp 
along a fresh-laid artery of steel, b 
tfce side of the older one of water, t 
(Cairo.

hanging fashion and their fretted 
runks, children of the ancestors of 
reation, rioting in the parks and 
ringing the outskirts of a city that 
has banished them from its busy 
treets. 
How they hang tpgether in 


lumps on the level plain yonder as if 
reading the encroachment of trade 


and counseling upon their own pres- 
rvation. 
How unlike the Mediter- 


anean shores anywhere else along 
ts thousands of miles of up-raised 
urbing of mountains, this wide- 
spread fiat of modest lowland of 
marsh and meadow and sand. 
We 


vere in Egypt, the land of the 
'Thousand and One Nights," of for- 
gotten mechanical wonders, of niagi- 
:ians in unbroken succession from 
vloses' budding rod to the cobra- 
:harmers of Soudau, of cloudless 
ikies and ardent overhead sun, with 
ts stripe of green upon the desolate 
drab of its desert, its tombs without 
parallel, its mummied kings with 
wide open eyes staring into the curi- 
ous present. 


A canal connects Alexandria with 


.he Nile and from this canal numer- 
ous ditches carry the liquid of life to 
all parts of the delta, like the ramifi- 
cations of veins in the human body. 
The scenic panorama unrolled by the 
flying train upon which we rode was 
unlike anything we had seen before. 
For 150 miles not a hill not the least 
suspicion of one; a hundred and fifty 
miles of verdant fields, the richest 
n the world, in the very midst of the 
ndigent wastes of Sahara, the poor- 
est in the world. As far as the eye 
could conveniently reach there were 
waring rectangles of grain, and here 
and there and almost everywhere 
were natives in blue shirts—will not 
mention their trousers inasmuch as 
;here were none to mention—lazily 
playing at work, some with sickle 
swiping the ripening grain, others 
sound asleep by the side of a plow 
and a buffalo or on a pallet of fresh- 
cut alfalfa. 


There were women on the banks 


ot the ditches, occasionally, washing 
lothes. The laundry list of an Egyp- 
tian family consists of the following 
articles: 
One man's shirt 
(extra 


long), one woman's sheet. The chil- 
dren are dressed in a suit of hair and 
a sun grin, neither of which is ever 
washed. 
To this latter rule or cus- 


tom there is only one exception so 
far as my diary shows. I quote as 
follows from that literary mixture: 
"Saw an Egyptian woman bathing an 
Egyptian baby in irrigation canal; 
wonderful sight. 
Have never before 


seen a native in Palestine or Egypt 
who ever had a bath. It is all a case 
of before taking. 
The baby was us- 


ing a language we could not under- 
stand. 
McCurdy suggests that we 


build a temple over the spot and cal 
it the Temple of the Unusual Lava- 
tion of the Obstreperous Kid." And 
we would if our funds were as plen- 
tiful as the fun we harvested together 
on this trip. 


But the strangest feature of th 


Nile valley is its water wheels and 
the blinded buffaloes and camels tha 
turn them, the wheel slowly turning 
in perpendicular circles and dropping 
its buckets of water into higher chan 
nels whence it trickles with a wel 
come to the roots of vegetation, th 
animal 
blindfolded 
and 
windin; 


round and round in dreary routine 
that begins with the sun and end 
with the removal of the hoodwink in 
the twilight—a twilight as short al 
most as a snap-shot. 
I do not know 


why these camels and buffaloes ar 
blindfolded unless it is to keep them 
from setting dizzy. The buffalo use< 


in Egypt as a beast of burden on the 
farm is a big slate-colored water ani- 
mal with its horns bent back on its 
neck—what use they can have for 
horns ia that position deponent say- 
eth not. But you have seen them in 
circuses and geographies. 
, More mud towns! I did hope that 
we would never see another mud 
house after Joppa faded into the hori- 
zon and became a memory, but our 
run to Cairo was interrupted every 
few minutes by a village where men 
and women squatted in the sun and 
blinked and squinted at us, where 
donkeys divided the honors of the 
mud huts while the children and 
goats romped on the house tops. 
1 picked up a morning paper in one 
of these towns and read this item in 
the crime and casualty column: Mo- 
hammedan Ali while attempting to 
step over his house last evening, tore 
his shirt on the chimney. He is con- 
fined to his bed while his wife sews 
up the rent. He will be out again in 
a few hours." 
And the goat and 


onkey are in Egypt too—how I long 
o be rid of them—this trinity of ori- 
ntal life, the donkey, the goat and 
he native; these three, but the great- 
st of these is the donkey—with the 
oat a close second and the native a 
ad third. 


The Nile valley is a beauty, for its 


rrigation 
ditches are 
lined with 


rees; between the green vegetation 
hat lies like velvet mats upon a 
reat floor, the water sparkles as it 
uns, 
the waterwheels and the quaint 


ower that pulls them, the natives, 
n blue mother-hubbards, the mud 
owns, the railroads without a dump 
r a cut in the whole course; all con- 
ribute to as attractive a picture as 
he most fastidious could wish for. 


Magicians—Cairo is full of them, 


very kind of fakir and legerdemain 
erformer, the most expert, too, in 
hie world. I stood and watched one of 
hese wizards for an hour on the 
otel veranda and were it not that 
knew his operations were illusions 
would have believed them to be 


miraculous. 
Trees grew up out of 


he floor and fruited, ropes came 
own out of the sky, bells rang in the 
ir and dropped mysteriously to the 
.oor; 
he blew a frying-size chicken 


ut of McCurdy's nose, and lifting 
ny hat with bare hands, his sleeves 
oiled up to his shoulders, he had the 
udacity to take a live cobra out of 


my hair; then he duplicated the mira- 
les of Moses, both the budding rod 
nd burning bush, burning but un- 
onsumed. 
A cobra stood upright 


n its bended tail, its neck expanded 
nd its forked tongue quivering in its 
mouth, and tried to dance to the 
music of a whistle blown by a master. 


Out upon the street brown men and 


)oys were offering crocodiles and ali- 
gators for sale, live, rusty varmints 
hat they carried unconcerned under 
heir arms. 
Others sold ostrich 


)lumes, boas and fans for a song, am- 
er beads, and shawls with hammer- 


ed silver worked into designs in the 
netting, they offered at a dollar an 
ounce. 
Boys, stripped to the waist, 


an in front of the stranger out on his 
5i'omenade and turned handsprings 
nd somersaults and begged for a 
jenny as compensation. Along the 
street carriages flew and, curious co- 
ncidence, seen at any time of day, 
a camel cheek by jowl with an auto- 
mobile, an Arab in ruffled hook and 
jroadstriped cloak at the elbow of a 
duke or an American editor.

AT CORNELL 


P-Nut Mail Visits University Town— 


Sees Acres of Onions and Hops. 


Syracuse, N. Y.. Sept. 2, 1907. 
This being Labor Day business is 
generally suspended and Dad must 
loaf some. As I have not been here 
for ten. years I no doubt can find 
something to amuse me. I was at 
Ithaca where the great Cornell Uni- 
versity, a state institution of learn- 
ing, is situated. In 1S66 there was 
calk of founding a state university 
somewhere in this section, and i 
seemed to lay between Ithaca and 
Watkias. 
Mr. Cornell, who owned 
right much land on the east hills near 
Ithaca, began to raise money to have 
the school located here while others 
struggled to have it at Watkins, bm 
Cornell won out by donating a num- 
ber of acres of his east hill land, 
which was worth but very little for 
farming and in 1868 they began to 
build the college in one of his corn 
fields; the result being that today 
these hills are covered with college 
buildings and private homes of rare 
splendor. 


I don't think that I have ever seen 
such handsome grounds as these that 
belong to the university, and then 
there Is no danger of a flood for the 
college proper is four hundred anc 
sixty-seven feet above the main street 
of Ithaca. Street cars, however, go 
up and down this steep grade withou 
trouble and haul you either up or 
down for a dime. Think of it, 467 
feet of an ascent in a mile, which is 
the distance from the Ithaca Hote 
to the station at East Ithaca, where 
the buildings are. Snow does not in 
terfere with the cars, but I am told 
that the leaves in the fall and early 
winter, worry the motormen quite a 
little, as they get on the rails anc 
form a soft mass that causes the car 
wheels to slide and at times en 
dangers the lives of the pasengers. 
Ithaca, itself, don't amount to 
much for business; it has plenty o 
saloons and book stores and is sur 
rounded by high hills. The farmers 
up this way are busy with their oats 
much of it has not been cut as yet, 
the corn crop will all be soft or roast 
ing ears, as the frost last week laid 
low or made much of it look, very 
yellow. The seasons here are much 
shorter than at home. 
The potato 
crop is a big one and one sees large 
fields of them as he is carried along 
Also onions—why, I have never seen 
so many acres of onions as I have 
this week; they are grown from the 
seed and one sees as many as four or 
five in one hill, as it were. The seed 
is drilled in and at times two or 
three are dropped at once. There is 
a special fertilizer for onions and o: 
this they put as much as fifteen hun 
dred pounds to the acre, drilling the 
same in; they drill it both ways so 
as to have it thoroughly mixed and 
this forces the onions so that they 
come to good size, from the seed, in a 
single season. There is also a specia 
fertilizer for celery and of this tooth' 
some vegetable there are many acres 
planted; that being now used is the 
White Plume and that which they 
are now setting out is the Golden 
They bleach it by hoards; each o 
tbrese* kinds are called self-bleaching 
but that is an error, as the ligh 
must be excluded to bleach it. 
Fruit is scarce and I was told only 
this morning of two brothers who 
handle a great many apples and keep 
a cold storage plant going the year 
through for the preservation of their 
fruits and sauer kraut, paying three 
fifty per barrel for a crop of aboui 
four thousand barrels. 
I hope while 


up in this locality to go out for a few 
hours hop-picking. 
I note that the 
growers are advertising for pickers 
I was out and tried my hand near 
Rome, N. Y., some twelve years ago 
Oh! but it is cold up here and the 
ladies are putting additions to their 
sleeves. Up in this section they bury 
the water pipes six feet deep; put 
their hearses on runners at Tranks- 
giving and keep them there until the 
next Easter. 
Autos are about the 
only vehicles that are not changed 
from a running machine to a runner. 
A few years ago horseless carriages 
could not be built, but now we are 
in great luck if one of the blasted 
things doesn't run over us as we go 
home from work, but we must not 
complain for the saving of half an 
hour between two points is sufficient 
incentive for the expenditure of mil- 
lions of dollars and thousands of tons 
of nervous energy necessary for the 
building of this great horseless car- 
riage and how true of the Chinaman 
when he says, "No pullee, no pushee, 
but run like hellee."

REVISED GAME LAW 


Changes Made by Last Legislature— 


Automatic Guns Prohibited. 


The last session of the Legisla- 


ture made some changes in the game 
law. Various incorrect reports of the 
law have been published in some 
papers and as a result there are few 
people who really know what the law 
is. 


The bill to prohibit the killing of 


quail for three years failed of pas- 
sage and the law on these birds is 
therefore unchanged. 


The open season for killing game is 


as follows: 


Plover, number unlimited, July 15 


to December 1. 


Doves, blackbirds and shore birds, 


number unlimited, September 1 to 
January 1. 
~ 


Wild water-fowl, number unlimit- 


ed, September 1 to April 10, without 
intermission. 


Snipe, number unlimited, Septem- 


ber 1 to May 1. 


Pheasants, five a day, twenty in 


one week, fifty in one season, Octo- 
ber 1 to December 1. 


Woodcock, ten m one day, twenty 


in one week, fifty in one season, Oc- 
tober 1 to December i. 


Squirrels, six in one day, October 


1 to December 1. 


Bears, unlimited, October 1 to 


March 1. 


Wild turkeys, one in a day, four, in 


a season, October 15 to December 1. 


Rabbits, unlimited, October 15 to 


December 1. The penalty for taking 
a rabbit out of a hole has been "re- 
moved and it is now lawful to take 
them in any manner during the sea- 
son. 


Quail or partridge, ten in one day, 


forty in one week, seventy-five in 
one season, November 1 to December 
1. 


Deer, one in each season, which 


must be a male deer with horns, No- 
vember 15 to December 1. 


The new law prohibiting the use of 


automatic guns does not include the 
pump gun or lever gun.

The Sun, the Moon and the Tides. 


Most persons suppose that the moon 


alone is responsible for the phenome- 
non of tides, but the attraction of the 
sun is also an important factor. Of 
course the distance of the sun from the 
earth is unthinkably greater than that 
of the moon, but its mass is so enor- 
mous that It has a considerable tide pro- 
ducing influence. The force which the 
sun exerts Is the same on both sides of 
the earth at the same time, the tide 
producing force of the great orb being 
about four-tenths that of the moon. At 
the time of both new and full moons 
the "wane spheroids produced by both 
the sun and the moon have their axes 
coincident"—that Is to say, the two 
great orbs unite their energies on the 
fluids of our planet, and as a result the 
tides are higher than the aiserage for 
the remaining portions of the month. 
These are the "spring tides." The 
"neap tides" come to the time of the 
moon's first and third quarter and are 
not as great as the average, because 
the moon and the sun are each working 
in opposition to the other.

THE GREAT NORTHWEST 


Seattle a Great Railroad Centre— 


Forests Almost Inexhaustible. 
No other American city that I 


know gives such an impression of 
boundless activity, such a stir of en- 
terprise and noise, such a determina- 
tion to grow and be big as Seattle. 
As a business city, it is the beating 
business heart of an empire, a great 
railroad center, with that greatness 
but half achieved. The fact is, every 
city on" the coast has made up its 
mind, firmly if not quietly, to become 
the metropolis of the west. Here in 
the northwest one encounters the liv- 
ing representation of the strenuous 
life; here men work together, in a 
way unknown anywhere else; here 
the Chamber of Commerce is seen in 
its true glory—it engages itself in 
gathering plums. 


A plum, in the western sense, is a 


new railroad, a new coaling station, a 
new manufacturing plant. It falls to 
the most energetic shaking, and then 
there are numberless lesser organiza- 
tions to advance oriental trade, to se- 
cure wheat shipments, to boom the 
mines of a certain county, or to kill 
jack-rabbits. An eastern village may 
continue a century without being 
stirred, with a moment of crown en- 
thusiasm, but the people of the north- 
west towns are constantly rising and 
doing things, sometimes 
amusing, 


sometimes serious, always interesting. 
No western city of importance is now 
without its Elks' home, often one of 
the finest buildings in town, where 
the Elks resort for their mystic and 
hilarious rites. 


Your neighbor in the car or in the 


hotel lobby is much more likely to 
speak to you than he would be in the 
east. Ride anywhere in the country 
and every man you meet -will' salute 
you, and if you give him half a 
chance, he will stop, throw one leg 
over the pommel of his saddle and 
swap lies. 
In the northwest every- 


thing seems to have Happened with- 
in the last ten years. Events which 
would be of epoch making importance 
in any country at any time, have here 
crowded one upon another in rapid 
succession. 
It would not be easy to 


imagine two regions in the same zone 
more different in character than the 
low, rainy, heavily frosted, richly 
productive coast regions of Oregon 
and Washington, and the high arid 
or semi-arid plains lying only a few 
miles to the eastward on the other 
side of the Cascade Mountains. 


Here ..a the coast are the greatest 


and most valuable forests on the con- 
tinent, if not in the world and, ap- 
parently, inexhaustible 
One maj 


travel for days through the primitive 
forests and see not the slightest evi- 
dence of man. 
So dense is the tim- 


ber that an entire logging crew will 
work for weeks on a few acres of 
land. 
A logging crew consists of 


thirty-five men, including the fore- 
man and two cooks. They will cut 
and skid 45,000 feet of logs every 
working day in the year. The scale 
of wages is from $2 to ?4 per day, 
the average about ?2 25 and board 
The woodsman is indeed far better off 
financially and physically than nine- 
tenths of the clerks who spend their 
lives in the confining atmosphere of 
store and office. Almost all the gieat 
cities of the North Pacific coast owe 
their prosperity, if not their founda- 
tion, to the lumber industry. 


Compared with the arid regions 


the coastal strip is not a great cattle 
country though it is building up a 
considerable dairy interest. Hop cul- 
ture on a large scale is also assuming 
great importance; Oregon being the 
greatest producer of all the states, 
and Oregon and Washington together 
shipping mc^re than half the Ameri- 
can crop. Both states are also tak- 
ing an important part in the develop- 
ment of the new American beet-sugar 
industry and Oregon and Washing- 
ton fruit have a reputation only second 
to that of California. It is a region 
also of almost unbounded agricul- 
tural advantage, the 
meadow-like 


valleys of the streams having already 
reached a high state of cultivation. 
The Williamette Valley of Oregon is 
not only the oldest cultivated region 
of the far west, but it is one of the 
most beautiful agricultural valleys in 
all America. 
Today railroads run 


each side of the Williamette river and 
the valley supports a score of beauti- 
ful towns. 


The Spokane country has become 


one of four of the greatest wheat 
states, producing twenty-three and a 
half bushels per acre. 
One finds It 


difficult to tell of the wonders of the, 
coastal northwest without, in some 
degree, sharing the enthusiasm of the 


American of Puget Sound. 
Every 


citizen possesses an extraordinary 
knowledge of his city. He has such 
a hearty way of rubbing his hands 
and telling you he likes it out west, 
that you are almost convinced that 
you ought to come out and live be- 
side him. In Seattle he convinces 
you, beyond argument, that Seattle is 
the only port of any consequence on 
the coast; at Tacoma he causes your 
memory to blot out Seattle as com- 
pletely as if you had never heard of 
it; and at Portland you are certain 
that the Columoia iner is the only 
true inlet from the Pacific Ocean. 
Even the smaller towns will give you 
convincing proof of future greatness, 
and there is quite enough truth to as- 
sure each of these towns its share of 
bigness. 


The eastern visitor finds the cities 


of the northwest coast brimful of life, 
color, significance, picturesque inter- 
est; and though the forces which 
have combined in their making are 
somewhat similar, each has a dis- 
tinct character 
and 
individuality. 


Lively, a word of the west, may well 
be applied to them—a sort of brisk, 
active youthfulness. A western town 
of five or ten thousand 
not only 


makes more noise, but does more 
business than an eastern city of sev- 
eral times the size. One is liable to 
over-estimate western population, but 
when one gets acquainted with these 
smaller cities there seems a sort of 
conspiracy to keep him so^ busy that 
he will have no opportunity of cor- 
recting his early impressions. Two 
things the visitor is sure of, immense 
basic resources and a superb activity 
in growth. What he sees today will 
be different and better tomorrow, and 
he can only faintly predict the ulti- 
mate greatness of the country. 


In no part of the entire United 


States has the Federal Government 
such large interests as in the north- 
west, for it controls, not only the 
area of the forest reserve, but vast 
tracts of land as yet unclaimed by 
settlers, and immense Indian and 
military reservations. 
The United 


States still owns or controls three- 
fourth of the entire territory of the 
five northwestern states, the habita- 
ble parts of which are large and fer- 
tile enough to support an immense 
population, the development thus far 
having barely begun. 


At noon, April the fifteenth, the 


salmon fishing season opened on the 
Columbia river. 
At this hour two 


thousand nets made of twine from 
the finest Irish flax, and costing 
from $300 to $400 each, were lower- 
ed by four thousand sturdy fisher- 
men. 
The salmon season is of three 


months' duration. 
During this time 


two men will average twenty fish, 
weighing three hundred pounds each 
day, 
for which the, canneries pay 


them about $20. The great salmon 
fishing fleet of the Columbia carries 
nearly five thousand souls. The deeds 
of these sturdy Scandinavian fisher- 
men, 
the acts which they are daily 


called upon to perform, are as brave 
as the bravest. 
Yet, what bird

Secret Societies Denounced by High 


School Principals. 


The attitude of high school princi- 


pals in general may be arrived at 
from the answers to a set of 185 let- 
ters sent out all over the country 
asking an expression of opinion on 
the high school fraternity question. 
Out of the 185 only three spoke in 
favor of fraternities, fifty-three ex- 
presses' no positive opinion but were 
inclined to look on them with dis- 
favor, one said they would do no 
harm if properly managed, and 128 
spoke against them in unqualified 
terms. The denunciation of them by 
some principals is most stern and se- 
vere. 
The principal of the high 


school at Albany, N. Y., includes the 
statements of many others in his 
sweeping 
assertion: 
"The high 


school secret societies are thoroughly 
pernicious in their influence. 
I am 


unable to discover one redeeming fea- 
ture connected with them, while their 
demoralizing influence is constant 
and thoroughly evident." 
Others 


thoughtfully and unhesitatingly put 
down such statements as: "They are 
apt to degenerate into smoking and 
gambling clubs on the part of the 
boys and frivolous, gossipy, idle 
places on the part of the girls;" 
"they are not maintained for the pur- 
pose of cultivating the nobler side of 
ycung men, or developing in them 
pure thoughts," "they quickly be- 
come social clubs where are cultivat- 
ed the worst tastes and practices be- 
tween young people;" "the members 
do unmanly deeds as a body in secret 
that not one would think of doing 
openly."—From "Are Secret Societies 
a Danger to Our High Schools?" by 
Marion Melius, in the American Re- 
view of Reviews for September.

SIDNEY JUSTUS. 


Pocahontas in London 


Shakespeare was yet alive, and in 


more or less active work, while this 
strange procession, which I have de- 
scribed, of natives of Virginia, Gui- 
ana and New England defiled through. 
English ports. Of most of them the 
dramatist doubtless caught a glimpse. 
But it was just after his death that 
the most imposing of Virginian visit- 
ors reached London. Pocahontas, the 
young daughter of the chief Powha- 
tan, had conceived as a child a ro- 
mantic attachment for the English 
settlers, and had (it was alleged) 
protected more than one of them 
from the murderous designs of her 
kindred. 
At length she joined the 


newcomers as a willing hostage, and 
in 1613, when not more than eigh- 
teen years of age, she boldly defied 
all Indian and English conventions 
by marrying an English settler. Im- 
mediately afterward she accepted 
Christianity, arid expressed anxiety 
to visit her husband's Christian coun- 
try. 
Accordingly, in the summer of 


1616 she arrived in the English capi- 
tal with her husband, an infant son, 
her brother Tamacoma, and some na- 
tive women attendants. 


A splendid reception was accorded 


the Virginia princess. 
State and 


church combined to do her honor. 
James I received her and her brother 
at court. 
They attended a perform- 


ance at Whitehall of the Twelfth 
Night masque by Ben Jonson (Janu- 
ary 6, 1617), of which they spoke 
with approval 
The Bishop of Lon- 


don entertained her "with festival 
pomp." 
The princess' portrait was 


painted and engraved 
by distin- 


guished artists. 
Her dignified bear- 


ing was generally commended, al- 
though hints are given t>y Ben Jonson 
that the princess was occasionally 
seen, to the dismay of her host, to 
enter tavern doors 
Her entertain- 


ment, at any rate, seems to have been 
thoroughly congenial to her, and she 
was reluctant to shorten her visit 
At the end of ten months, however, 
she travelled to Gravesend with a 
view to embarkation for her native 
land. But while tarrying at the port, 
to the general grief, she fell ill and 
died. The parish register of Grave- 
send describes her as "of Vnginia, a 
lady born."—From "The Call of The 
West" by Sidney Lee in the Septem- 
ber Scribner.
